Last year the calls for the 
Church of God and Church of 
God ministers were many, but 
not to be compared to the calls 
that are already coming this 
year.

We.are doing our best ‘in 
training, by the correspondence 
course, and the home Bible 
Training ‘School and other 
ways. Our people are not like) 
the preachers of the common 
churches. They preach for a -vo- 
cation in life, but our people 
preach because they feel some- 
what like Paul described his ex- 
perience, “Woe is me, if I preach 
not the gospel.” Some people 
can preach if everything is go- 
ing in their favor and they feel 
like it, but our people feel 
pressed into it by the Spirit of 
God and persecutions or hard 
times do not affect them or 
‘cause them to draw back— and 
quit. There is an impelling pow- 
er that seizés them and _ they 
feel that they must preach or 
lose their souls.

As I write I lean forward and 
weep because I see our great 
opportunity has come and we 
are not fully prepared on a mo- 
ment’s notice to make the full 
use of it.

It is not sur- 
prising in a sense for it is only 
what we have been expecting, 
but it has slipped upon us soon- 
er than we expected. It is now 
before us and it is up to us_ to 
make the best of it. I see noth- 
ing else for us but to brace uy 
and make the best of the situa- 
tion for I feel that we must fill 
up the vacancies regardless of 


tion, but I’m afraid some soul 
might drop into hell and maybe 

t soul might be saved if I 
continue as I am. I’m afraid to 
slow down. I’m afraid to stop. 
There is an unseen power that 
pulls me on. This is the reason 
I make so many ventures of 
faith. 

I have read somewhere that 
it is impossible to please God 
without faith and I believe it. I 
have started a project this year 
—a venture of faith—that I do 
not expect to present to the 
public till the Assembly.-I did 
not start this, however, without 
consulting some of the brethren 
and getting their approval, but 
I felt impelled to do it. This is 
all for the Church. Indeed I 
won’t do anything—I won’t un- 
dertake anything outside of 
what is directly or indirectly for 
the interest of the Church in 
some way. I have no faith in 
anything else. My whole being 
is centered on the Church and 
all it means in the way of pub- 
lishing the gospel in all the 
world, and the salyation- of 
souls. - 

I can hardly give a reason 
for becoming so intensely inter- 
ested in filling the ten thousand 
pulpits that are to become va- 
eant next year. It is one of the 
impossibilities naturally speak- 
ing, but it is whén others fail 
that I get “on the bits.” And

And how do we 
know but the last named church 
will thrust their ministers into 
the vacancies in many instan- 
ces? They always keep them- 
selves ir readiness for every 
opening.-And when people are 
left without any preaching after 
they have been accustomed to 
it for years many of them will 
be willing to accept almost any- 
thing for the sake of having the 
dead monotony broken. 

Let me make one more ap- 
peal to rise and make a mighty 
effort to fill the calls and supply 
the vacancies. Let us meet the 
situation squarely in the face. 
We may not have the trained 
men, but we have the Holy 
Ghost, and with some hurried 
training . what tremendous 
strides we_can make if we real- 
ly put our whole souls into it! 


Several years ago it became 
quite common with some of the 
ministers with whom we were 
associated to “score” the com- 
mon churches and their minis- 
ters because they were so far 
beneath the Bible standard of 
religion and teaching, but final- 
ly some of the most spiritial 
became convinced that that was 
the wrong spirit to show toward 
the churches. The lesson was 
brought vividly to their minds 
of the Israelites when they 
entered Canaan, and the mes- 
sage that God delivered to them 
through His servant Moses. He 
said, “The Lord thy God will 
put out those nations before 
thee by little and little: thou 
mayest not consume them at 
once, lest the beasts of the field 
increase upon thee.” (Deut. 7: 
22) In making the comparison

“And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
(Sy. helpers) governments, diversities 
of tongues.” 1 Cor. 12:28. The above 
verse gives us a fair representation 
of the Church that is right, and Paul 
addresses this same letter to the 
Church of God. 

Another dear one said to me, “The 
present order Wnown as the Church of 
God is not right because they do-not 
keep the Sabbath as the Jews kept it.” 
I would say to the advocates of this 
doctrine, Is God honoring their efforts 
by giving them the hundreds each 
month filled with the Holy Ghost? No, 
they rather ignore it and say the 
present outpouring isn’t right be- 
qause it hagn’t come to their special 
denomination. Yes, they are looking 
for it; but God has not found them as 
a church in the proper-attitude to re- 
ceive it, but the old Church of God is 
going on by leaps and bounds, from 
faith to faith and glory to glory, get- 
ting people filled with the Holy Ghost 
by the huhdreds each month. I am 
persuaded that the Church of God is 
right.

This 
study of the three greater shalls is 
one of those studies that has been a 
much bigger blessing to us than words 
can describe and as we have given 
them out we know that others have 
been richly blessed. We shall be 
brief to the point saying what we 
mean and meawing what we say. 


First, “He shall save his people 
from their sins.” Matt. 1:21. This was 
the greater purpose of Christ’s com- 
ing. His name means Savior. He shall 
save, He shall save from sins. Albert 
Barnes has commented, this is the 
greater business of Jesus in coming 
and dying, it is not to save men in 
their sins, but from their sins. 


Some people have a religion which 


person do to go to hell? Jesus said, to 
the woman taken in adultery, “Goand 
sin no more.” Does Jesus require more 
from this woman than he does from 
us? Go and sir no more. Sin mo more 
lest a worse thing come upon thee. 
Jesus told the man at the Poot of 
Bethsaida, “Sin no more.” Surely 
Jesus doesn’t mock us in what He 
commands, He gives gracious ability 
to perform. “Awake to righteousness 
and sin not,” were the“words of the 
Holy Spirit through the apostle Paul. 
“Awake and stopsinning.” “He that 
commiiteth sin is‘of the devil,” writes 
the beloved John. Plainly now, If you 
and I commit sin, is not the wages of 
sin death? Sin is of the devil and 
will drag you down to a devil’s hell, 
whatever your profession. 

He shall save from sins, go and sin 
no more. Sin no more lest @ worse 
thing come upon you. He that com- 
mitteth sin is of the devil. What we 
need, what this world needs, what 
God has provided and Jesus accom- 
plished is a salvation from sin. 
The Bible kind of salvation is a Sal- 
vation from all sins. 

Secondly. “He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost and with fire.” 
Matt. 3:11. This is recorded in Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John. Just be- 
fore His ascensiop, Jesus reminded 
His disciples about it by saying, “Ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence,” This pointed 
them to Pentecost and told them in, 
plain language to wait, tarry for the 
blessing. The disciples did obey 
when they waited in the upper room 
for the promise of the Father. Acts 
15:8,9. Acts 1: 8; 2:4. ) 
Fellow  Christains, have 
received the Pentecostal blessing? 
Have you been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire? Has your heart 
been cleansed and made pure? If not, 
why? 

Thirdly, “He shall see the travail 
of his soul, and shall be satisfied.” 
Isa. 53:11. O. how my soul has feasted 
upon these three shalls. Infidels may 
mock and sneer, but “He shall see 
of the travail of his soul.” Agnostics 
may insult, despise, and neglect, but, 
“He shall see of the travail of his 
soul.” Little position and popularity 
seeking preachers may belittle His 
person, condemn His plans’ and 
for awhile thwart His purposes but 
“He shall see of the travail of his 
soul.” Holiness rejectors and _ sane- 
tification opposers may belittle His 
salvation and power tosave to the 
uttermost now, but “He shall see of 
the travail of his soul” and be satisfied. 
Hallelujah!
